25 Arrests and Resort Visitors Badly 
Scared—More Raids Promised. 


Chinatown had a fright last night such 
as it has not experienced in months. The}

INDICTED FOR ERB MURDER. 


Mrs. Erb and Sister to Stand Trial for 
Pennsyivania Politician’s Death. 


MEDIA, Penn., Dec. 10.—Mrs. M. Flor- 
ence Erb and her sister, Mrs, Catherine 
Beisel, were indicted by the Grand Jury 
here to-day for the murder of Capt. J. 
Clayton Erb, husband of the former, at 


his country home, Red Gables, on Oct. 6. | 


Mrs. Erb and Mrs. Beisel are jointly and 
separately indicted for murder, voluntary 
and involuntary manslaughter. 

Capt. Erb, who was a well-known politi- 
cian, Pennsylvania National Guardsman, 
and secretary to Israel W. Durham, the 
Republican leader, was shot after a bitter 
quarrel in his home. Mrs. Beisel is al- 
leged to have done the actual shooting. 
Seven witnesses were heard by the jury, 
including detectives, the Coroners’ Physi- 
cian, and servants who were at Red 
Gables on the day of the shooting. 

Mrs. Erb, who secured her release from 
prison on a writ of habeas corpus, was 
present at the inquiry in company with 
her attorney, .and Mrs. Beisel was 
brought into court from the county prison 
by the Sheriff. 

Following the finding of 
against the accused, District 
McDade stated that the bail bond entered 
for Mrs. Erb at the time she secured her 
release on habeas corpus would oe per- 
mitted to stand for her appearance at the 
trial of the case, which is set for Dec. 21, 
Mrs. Beisel was sent back to prison.

First Squadron of Pacific Fleet. 

The eight cruisers that are to make the 
call at Panama constitute the first squad- 
ron of the Pacific fleet, under command 
of Rear Admiral William T. Swinburne. 
They are the West Virginia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, and Colorado, constituting 
ithe first division of the squadron, under 
the immediate command of Admiral Swin- 
burne, and Tennessee, Washington, 
California, and South Dakota, constitut- 
ing the second division of the squadron, 
under Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — President 
Roosevelt is contemplating actions for 
criminal libel against some of the news- 
papers that have been circulating the in- 
sinuation regarding his share in the pur 
chase of the Panama Canal, the recent 
publication of which has made him so 
angry and which led to the writing of his 
letter to William Dudley Foulke, in which 
he savagely denounced Delavan Smith of 
The Indianapolis News and William M. 
Laffan of The New York Sun. 

In a speech to a committee from the 
Lakes to the Gulf Deep Waterway Asso- 
ciation at the White House this afternoon 
the President made a distinct announce- 
ment of his intention to prosecute cer- 
tain newspapers if he found that criminal 
actions against them could be maintained. 
In reply to the address of Gov. Deneen, 
the Chairman of the committee, the Pres- 
ident said: 

“I have felt that no more important 
service could be rendered to this country 
than the building of the Panama Canal 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific; and 
one thing I am proud of in connection 
with the building of that canal is that 
there has not been legitimate cause for 
the breath of scandal connected with any 
feature of the proceeding. 


Guilty of Infamous Falschood. 
“We have cause to be ashamed of only 
one set of Americans in connection with 
the building of the canal, and that ts of 
those Americans who have been guilty 
of infamous falsehood concerning the ac- 
quisition of the property and the construc. 


tion of the canal itself. If they can be 


reached for criminal libel I shall try to 
have thém reached. If not, at any rate, 
all the facts we know or ever have known 
are at the disposal of each and every one 
of you here, and of any one in Congress 
or of all Congress if they wish to see 
them.”

Willlam Nelson Cromwell, attorney for 
the new Panama Canal company, who ne- 
gotiated the sale of the canal to the Unit- 
ed States Government for $40,000,000, is- 
sued a statement from his office, 49 Wall 
Street, yesterday denying emphatically 
the allegations Made in The Indianapolis 
News that the $40,000,000 was paid out by 
the American Government but only $12,- 
009,000 was distributed to the French 
stockholders of the old canal.

Mr. Cromwell's statement follows the 
letter written by President Roosevelt to 
William Dudley Foulke of Indiana, in 
which the President denied the allega- 
tions made by the editor of The Indian- 
apolis News and placed him on the list of 
the Ananias Club.

“As to the fund paid to the new Pana- 
ma Canal Company, that company at the 
time of the sale of its property to the 
United States went into liquidation, and I 
am likewise recently informed that the 
distribution of its assets among its share- 
holders was made through four leading 
banks of Paris, the Crédit Lyonnais Soc!- 
été Générale, Comptoir National d'Es- 
compte de*Paris, and Crédit Industriel et 
Commerciel, in three separate payments, 
(July 15, 1904; Feb. 3, 1908, and June 15, 
1908,) covering a period of four years, and 
was completed in June, 1908. his liqui- 
dation took place at te regular offices of 
the company, 19 Rue Louis le Grand, 
Paris, readily found by anybody who hon- 
estly sought to find them. 

“The facts concerning the liquidation 
are a matter of public report to ‘the 
shareholcers of the compagy, (this com- 
pany had no bond issues,) and were the 
subject of official publications from time 
to time, covering a period of four years 
in the official_papers under direction of 
the courts. The amount so paid to the 
shareholders of the New Panama Canal 
Company, as I am informed by the liqui- 
dators, is approximately 129.78f. on each 
share of the par value of 100f., that's, 
they merely received back only the cap!- 
tal originally invested, with interest, less 
than 3 per cent. per annum.

any of the obligations or securities of the 
old Panama Canal Company, nor ever 
bought or sold any of the shares or secu- 
rities of either one of said companies, nor 
were directly or indirectly interested in 
them. 

“T am also positive that not a man in 
public life in America, in or out of Con- 
gress, ever had the least pecuniary inter- 
est in the Panama Canal. 

‘“*I do not know and never have known 
of any American citizen who has ever 
dealt in any of the shares of the new 
Panama Canal Company or the shares or 
bonds of the old company. 

“A further instance of the unwarrant- 
ed attitude of The Indianapolis News 
and of other journals repeating the state- 
ments is furnished with respect to Mr. C. 
P, Taft and Mr. Douglas Robinson. In 
the same issue of The World (Oct. 3, 1908) 
I said: 

‘“*The mention of the names of Mr. Taft 
and Mr. Douglas Robinson ts another evi- 
dence that this is a fake story. No mem- 
ber of the Taft family or Mr. Douglas 
Robinson ever had the remotest connection 
with Panama Canal matters directly or in- 
directly, and I never saw one of them on 
this subject. before the United States ac- 
quired the canal. I never saw Mr. Douglas 
Robinson in my life. The names of Caesar 
and Napoleon might as well have been used, 
for it could not be more impossible. All 
this except the dragging In of new names 
was thrashed out before the United States 
Senate Committee by the late Senator Mor- 
gan, 

‘*Out of respect for the dead I refrain 
from comment upon that proceeding, but I 
feel warranted in saying that it was pur- 
sued with unparalleled energy and _ skill. 
It was, however, completely exploded and 
refuted by the facts in the case, and ended 
in complete discomfiture. There is not a 
word of truth in it, and I would not notice 
it at this time if it’ did not concern others. 


Like Characters in Fiction. 


“The introduction of these gentlemen in 
the Panama affairs is like the creation of 
a character in a work of fiction. They 
did not exist in-the sense of having any 
relation to the canal matter, Neither of 
them ever had the least pecuniary interest 
in the business. It is a matter of public 
history that the President-elect never had 
any official connection with the canal 
until months after it had been, acquired 
by this Government. He was in. the} 
Philippines as Governor during all the} 
years in question. 

‘* Equally perverted is the fact concern- 
ing the records and accounts of the two 
companies. They were not delivered to 
the United States, because they were 
records of the companies’ transactions 
with which the United States had no con- 
cern. But as a matter of fact the records 
and files of the liquidation of the old 
company are in the hands of the liquida- 
tor at 50 Rue Etienne Marcel, Paris, and 
those of the new company were, on the 
final payment in June, 1905, deposited 
with the Credit Lyonnais, Bouleyard des 
Italiens, to be preserved, in accordance 
with French -erstom, for a period of 
twenty years. That corporation has the 
custody of the records, as is well known 
to all parties in interest. 

“The whole story of Americans or some 
American syndicate buying up the 
Panama Canal securities at a low price, 
or at any price, and then turning them in 
upon liquidation at a etme is a fiction 
and a concoction. The money of the 
United States went to France, and was 
distributed to the hundreds of thousands 
of foreign owners, none of whom, so far 
as I know, were Americans.” .

International Agreement to Con- 


trol Markets Was Made in 
1897 for Ten Years. 


BROUGHT OUT AT HEARING 


Division of Territory Was Made and 
Competition for Government Con- 
Was Eliminated.

CLEWELAND, Dec. 10.—The most start- 
ling bit of evidence yet brought out in 
the Powder Trust Investigation was dis- 
closed to-day in the shape of an inter- 
national agreement to control the world’s 
supply of powder and to regulate prices. 
The Giscovery may force the Government 
to take up the manufacture of its own 
powder. 

The agreement, which was given in evi- 
dence at the Powder Trust hearing before 
Commissioner Mahaffy, was obtained 
from President Almon Lent of the Austin 
Powder Company of Cleveland, formerly 
@ part of the trust. Lent also produced a 
scrap book centaining the secret minutes 
of the gun powder trade association, 
formed in 1872. 

The agreement was signed in 1897 and 
provided that it should continue in force 
for ten years and afterward until such 
time as the companies saw fit to revise it. 
President Lent said his company with- 
drew at the expiration of the ten years. 
He also intimated that the agreement 
ceased then so far as all the other com- 
panies were concerned, according to his 


information. ‘ 
The agreement fixed the price of de- 


tonator powder, black powder, and smoke- 
less military powder. Manufacturers in 
this country and abroad fprecd to parcel 
out among them the world as their mar- 


ket. 
The European concerns agreed to stay 


out of the American territory and even to 
refrain from completing a plant already 
begun in New Jersey. The American 
companies agreed not to build in Europe. 
The companies agreed that when an 
American company received inquiries 
from foreign Governments for prices on 
powder, it should first inquire what price 
European companies charged before it 
made a sale. t was also bound not to 
undersell. The same rule held when the 
American Government made such an in- 
quiry of European factories, 

South America was given to the Amer- 
{ca concerns as thelr territory. British 
Columbia was common territory. The 
Dominion of Canada was free territdry, 
where both competed. The same ro- 
vision in regard to government orders 
ruled in these territbdries. All Europe 
and Asia belonged to the European com- 
panies. 

A chairman was appointed for each 
factory In the agreement, and these chair- 
men Avere to fix basic prices, such as 
magazine and storage charges. These 
chairmen were to fix the selling price.

DR. BIRDSONG KILLS RIVAL. 


Slays Dr. Pitts, Who Had Camplained 
of His Boisterous Conduct,

HAZELHURST, Miss., Dec, 10.—Dr. A. 
B. Pitts was shot and killed in his office 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon by Dr. T. J. 
Birdsong, a rival practitioner, who had 
an office across the hall in the same build- 
ing. Dr. Pitts had notified the owner of 
the building that on account of Dr. Bird- 
song's boisterous conduct when Iintoxi- 
cated, and because of the companions he 
brought to his office, which interfered 
with visitors to Dr. Pitts’s office, one or 
the other would have to move. 

The landlord laid the complaint before 
Birdsong, who this afternoon called on 
Pitts. A quarrel followed. Will Sumrall, 
a negro porter, the only witness of the 


tragedy, says that after the quarrel Bird- 
oes came out of his office remarking to 
tts: 

“It seems like you are trying to run 
the whole thing up here.” 

Pitts port “No, I only am running 
my end of it.”’ 

Birdsong walked down the hall a few 
steps, returned with a pistol in his hand, 
forced his way into Dr. Pitts’s officé, and 
fired several shots at him, killing him In- 
stantly. He was under the influence of 
liquor at the time. Dr. Birdsong was ar- 
rested, charged with murder. A special 
Grand Jury will be called to investigate 
the tragedy. 

Dr. Birdsong is a brother-in-law of Dr. 
J. S$. Birdsong, whose young wife, Mrs. 
Angie Birdsong, ex-United States Senator 
McLaurin's niece, shot and killed Dr. Tom 
Butler at Monticello, Miss., a few years 
ago, alleging that he had slandered her. 
To-day's tragedy had no connection with 
that event.

Goodwin's pet min- 
ing company, the Rawhide Coalition of 
Rawhide, Nev.; which the actor has been 
advertising over the name of-his Nevada 
stock jobbing company as “ intrinsically 
worth in the neighborhood of $5 a 
share,"’ sold down to 70 cents on the curb 
yesterday without any evidence of-willing- 
ness,on the part of the promoters to buy 
it tn at the bargain prices. Less than a 
week ago Nat C. Goodwin & Co., ‘‘ mine 
operators and stock brokers,’ of Reno, 
Nev., said in an advertisement: ‘The rise 
in the price of this security from 40 cents 
to $1.30 a share during the past month 
has been sensational, but it is as nothing 
compared with what'is about to transpire 
cn the curbs and Exchanges. We predict 
$2 per share for the Rawhide Coalition 
within fifty days and $5 per share within 
six months.” 

During the excitement on the curb yes- 
terday some 60,000 shares were traded in, 
and at the opening the stock went up 
from $1.38 to $1.42 a share. About mid- 
day two of the large operators in’ curb 
stocks offered the shares in quantity, and 
the support collapsed, with the result 
that within a few minutes the price 
cropped to $1, and went down and down 
with minor recoveries until it reached 
70 cents. Before the close it was put 
back to 908 cents.

INSTANCES OF LOW RATES 


Says Reform Party. 


Only a Cent a Word from France to 


@ Algeria, and 5 Cents from Lon- 


don to Tunis, 1,350 Miles. 


The cable rate reform party in Eng- 
land, in reply to the statements of the 
cable monopolists that rates are not ex- 
cessive considering the extensive use of 


codes, the aazards of the business, capi- A 


tal invested, and the dividends paid tof 
sharebolders, point out that despite these 
features, whenever real competition en- 
ters a field where monopolistic conditions 
have prevailed, cable rates have invari- 
ably been lowered. Little if any change 
in tariffs has been effected, as the mere 
result of improvements in the service or 
the growth of business. Aside from act- 
ual competition, pressure brought to bear 
by commercial bodies, or, as in the case 
of England, by the Agents General of 
Colonial Governments, have been about 
the only other means of securing modifi- 
cations in the rates, | 

The Anglo-American situation is cited) 
by the reformers as a case in point. From | 
the inception of it transatlantic cabling | 
in 1866, when rates were established at $5} 
a word, down to Sept. 1, 1888, when the} 
companies in the Anglo-American service 
signed their historic rate agreement es-| 
tablishing 25 cents a word, New York to} 
London, as the basis for Furopean tolls, | 
which rate has been maintained ever) 
since, competition was the basis for every | 
reduction. 

With the gradual exparsion of the} 
*‘duopoly,” maintained by the Western | 
Union and Commercial Cable _ groups, 
actual competition ceased. Seven or eight | 
new cables have been laid in the mean-| 
while, and a new company, the German | 
Atlantic, has’come into existence. But} 
the grip of the cable combination is so 
strong and the rate agreement so bindiug 
that the advent of a new cable company | 
and the increased facilities of the old} 
ones, has worked no change in the Anglo-| 
American tariff. | 

According to persons familiar with cable 
affairs, the agreement between the Anglo- 
American Companies applies directly to 
the North Atlantic, service. It was point- | 
ed out yesterday that when the Commer- 
cial Cable Company, through the Com- 
mercial Cable Company of Cuba, about a 
year ago broke in upon the Cuban field, 
theretofore monopdlized by the Western | 
Union Company under a term contract, 
the rates to Havana were reduced from | 
about 25 cents to 15 cents a word. 

There was quite a display of compe- 
tition for business In that field at the out- 
set, and in some quarters it is said to | 
continue still, The tariff, New York to} 
Havana by tke Commercial Cable Com- | 
pany of Cuba, the cable of which is given 
at 1,350 nautical miles, compares with 25 
cents a word to London, where the prin- 
cipal cables, exclusive of land lines, range 
from about 1,850.to 2,000 nautical miles, 

To prove that messages can be trans- 
mittéd by cable at lower than prevailing 
cost the cable reformers abroad cite a} 
number of instances of low tariffs. Thus 
Robert Kaye Gray stated before the Cable} 
Committee of Parliament that the French 
line to Algeria and Tunis paid very well, 
though the’cables from the French coast 
to Algeria get only % penny or 1 cent a 
word, and the land Iines get an equal 
amount. The rate per word from London 
to Tunis is only 2% pence, or 5 cents a} 
word, and the distance 1s 1,350 miles, 
while the rate from London to Fao is 
6% pence, or 18 cents, and the distance} 
3,300 miles. <As. to the stimulation of 
cabling business by even a trifling re- 
duction in rates. Henniker Heaton cites 
the following: ‘“‘A few years ago the 
British Government and some Continental 
Governments bought the submarine cables 
between England, Germany, France, Bel- 
gium, and Holland. Their first act was to 
reduce the rates from 2% pence to 2 
pence per word. The result was an in-| 
crease of 300,000 words the rollowing year, | 
and the increased revenue to the Post Of-} 
fice on this branch of the service amount- | 
ea to 47 per cent.” : 

As to the actual cost of cabling, some 
interesting figures are given in the cen-| 
sus report on telephones and telegraphs, | 
published in 1906, detailing the operations | 
by the Signal Corps of the army 
Philippines and in Alaska, At the time) 
the report was compiled the Signal Corps 
had jurisdiction over 10,450 miles of. sub- | 
marine cable and land lines, of which | 
7,000 were in operation at one time for} 
Government and commercial service. On} 
June 30, 1904, the Signal Corps was oper- 
ating in the Philippines 2,052 miles of land 
line and 1,472 of cable. The Cost of opera- |

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CASTRO PERMITTED | 


TO LAND IN FRANCE 


His Conciliatory Attitude Believed 
to Have Caused the Cabinet 
to Change Its Plans. 


INTENDS TO. VISIT PARIS 


He Expects to Undergo an Operation, 
After Which He Will Visit Spain 
—Won’t Be Interviewed. 


BORDEAUX, Dec, 10.~Cipriano Castro, 
the President of Venezuela, was allowed 
to land on French soll to-day when he 
arrived at Pauillac, thirty iles from 
Bordeaux, on the steamship Guadeloupe. 
After a conference with a representative 
of the French Government, President 
Castro came ashore, and proceeded to 
Bordeaux in a special car. The announce- 
ment is made that the President will go 
to Paris to-morrow, but he himself has 
not confirmed this, and his future move- 
ments are in doubt. 

It was believed to bé the intention of 
the Government to exact an apology from 
President Castro before permitting him to 
land, but apparently a communication re- 
ceived vy the Government from M. Mer- 
leou, the French Minister to Peru, who 
was also a passenger on the Guadeloupe, 
to the effect that Castro was anxious to 
arrange a settlement of the differences 
beiween the two countries and the inter- 
view which the Government representa- 
tive had with the President at Pauillac 
combined to bring about a change in the 
plan. 

This evening an agent of M. Pichon, 
the Foreign Minister, informed President 
Castro that he would bes welcomed as a 
private citizen and that as a chief of 
state he would receive every protection 
during bis sojourn in France. 

A member of the President’s suite said 
to-night that upon Castro's arrival in 
Paris, whether that happens to be to- 
morrow or the following day, he will send 
a representative to M. Pichon to convey 
his thanks for the courtesy extended to 
him at Bordeaux. This may furnish the 
desired opening for the commencement of 
negotiations with the French Government. 

The same official, acting under instruc- 
tions from Castro, explained that~ the 
Venezuelan President did not deem it ad- 
visable to make a public declaration with 
reference to the international position of 
Venezuela, because this might be misun- 
derstood and might provoke discussion 
that would embarrass any prospective ne- 
gotiations. 

President ‘Castro refused to receive 
newspaper representatives, but it was an- 
nounced that he expected to undergo an 
operation, and that after that he would 
visit Spain. Several Dutch journalists, 
who had come here in the hope of secur- 
ing a statement regarding the dispute 
between Venezuela and Holland which 
might pave the way for a _ settlement, 
pleaded in vain for an interview. Castro 
and his party remained closely in their 
roomé, as a veritable tempest was raging 
outside. As to the naval demonstration 
along the Venezuelan Coast by the Dutch 
warships, President Castro declared that 
he did not believe Holland would violate 
the spirit of right. 

President Castro received a telegram 
to-day from King Alfonso of Spain thank- 
ing him for salutations which he_ sent 
from Santander, and conveying the King’s 
Hest wishes for the President’s health and 
the prosperity of Venézuela. 

PARIS, Dec. 10.—The Government re- 
fuses to disclose the conditions under 
which Castro has been permitted to land. 
The French newspapers are inclined to 
see the humorous side of what ep Gorm 
Castro’s audacity in visiting ance, 
which he has so often affronted. 

The Journal des Débats concludes along 
sketch of his meteoric careeer with an ex- 
pression of the hope that he -wiil not be 
refvsed French hospitality for, if cured 
by French science, he might be eternally 
grateful to France and might even be- 
tome tractable. 

The Liberté says that the French Gov- 
ernment will insist that President Cas- 
tro settle all questions now pending be- 
tween Venezuela and France. 

Foreign Minister Pichon was occupied 
with the question of his landing the en- 
tire morning, and an official note issued 
this afternoon intimates that France will 
take up negotiations with Castro. The 
note says also, it is believed, that the 
Venezuelan . President. will take advan- 
tage of his sojourn in Europe to try to 
settle. the questions pending between his 
Government and. the powers. 


CONFERENCE MAY MEET SOON 


Austria’s Latest Note to Russia Likely 
to Expedite It. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec.. 10.—Austria 
and Russia have again exchanged notes 
on the question of the International con- 
grees, the Austrian note being received 
rom Vienna to-day. 


No statement as to its contents has 
been issued, but the Foreign Office pro- 
fesses to be well satisfied with it, while 
in certain unofficial circles it is said 
that the substance of the note would mean 
aw specdy convocation of the canference, 

The report that Russia, France, and 
Great Britain are interchanging notes 
with a view to making representations to 
Austria regarding military ‘measures 
which she is taking on the _ Servian 
frontier is authoritatively denied. It is 
stated that Russia has no intention of 
taking part in any such movement against 
Austria.

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RGYPTIAN ANTIOUES 
AT METROPOLITAN 


Part of the Material Obtained in 
the Museum's Excavations 
Put on View.

Exhibits Are Now in Periods Accord- 
ing to Schools of Art—trish Cross 
from John D. Crimmins. 


| HALL OF CASTS REARRANGED 


Part of the antiquities acquired in its 
work of excavation in Egypt in the last 
pte years, and other antiquities obtained 
‘by purchase from the Egyptian Govern- 


‘ment and other sources, were put on exhi- 
| bition in the room for ‘recent accessions In 
- Metropolitan Museum of Art yester- 
; day. 

This exhibition will only be seen this 
month, after that it will be retired, as the 
pieces require treatment to prevent their 
disintegration in the dampness of this 
country, and there is no room for them 
in the Museum until the new wing is 
completed. 

Two hundred and sixty-nine cases of 
these Egyptian treasures have been 
brought to the Museum, principally relief 
sculptures, and only a very small num- 
ber of the them are now to be seen, 
though they are cf great interest.. The 
chief work done by the Egyptian Expedi- 
tion of the museum has been at the pyra- 
mid of Amenemhat I., at Lisht, thirty 
miles south of Cairo. An altar from the 
temple with figures on three sides and 
| weighing twelve tons has been success- 
fully shipped to the Museum, but will not 
ibe exhibited until it is put in a perma- 
j}nent position. 

;. Two door jams done with relief sculp- 
‘ture are among the pieces that have been 
brought out for exhibition. These show 
the preservation of what must have been 
the original colors used. These are very 
beautiful blues, orange reds, and a shade 
jof pale green. Parts of two entire tomb 
chambers which the museum has ac- 
quired from the Egyptian Government are 
/on exhibition. One of these makes a room 
14 feet long by 7 broad and another is 17 
feet long. In one the coloring has faded 
and in another it Is fairly well preserved. 

An interesting find which is on exhibi- 
tion is a statuette head of Amenemhat 
III., one of three in existence. The others 
are in Cairo and St. Petersburg. Framed 
like a picture is the face and upper part 
of the body of a man. This is done in 
wax on a linen mummy cloth, and is part 
of a larger piece of cloth showing the 
entire figure, and which is thrown over a 
tomb. Pieces of pottery are foundation 
deposites, household vessels of the time, 
put under foundation of the temple as 
different articles are put in the corner- 
stones of buildings to-day. A statue of 
Sesostris I. is without a head, but it Is 
hoped that further excavation may dis- 
cover this, Photographs give a definite 
idea of the work of excavation and the 
way in which it is carried on. There are 
positives showing the work in the Chris- 
tian cemetery 100 miles west of Thebes. 
The Hall of Casts was opened yesterday 
at the museum after being closed through- 
out the Summer and Fall for rearrange- 
ment. This has been for the benefit of 
students, an dthe casts are arranged 
in periods and according-to schools of art. 
In this room is a recent gift to the Mu- 
seum from John D. Crimmins, a plaster 
cast of the famous Cross of Mulredach, 
at Monasterboice, Ireland, considered the 
most famous of the Irish crosses.

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SANDOW WINS 


+ HONORS IN SCIENCE} 


His Marvelous Success. 


, Bugene Sandow, whose marvelous 
Physical perfection and prodigious feats 
of strength a few years ago created 
@ furore throughout the length and 
breadth of America, has won for him- 
stlf a place in Lgndon’s world of 
science by demonstrating his sclenti- 
fically evolved theory and practice of 
therapeutic exercise. 

To one who remembers him chiefly 
as the exponent of physical strength 
and symmetry, Sandow’s present posi- 
tion among the prominent men of 
the learned profession in London 
seems amazing. But the American

FOR BETTER EXAMINATIONS 


Controller Murray Says Many Bank 
Presidents Think Examiners Should 
Be Paid Salaries in Lieu of Fees. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Controller of 
the Currency Murray in his annual re- 
port says the banking power of the 
United States in 1908, as represented by 
capital, surplus, and other profits, de- 
posits, and circulation of National and 
other reporting banks, together with es- 
timated amount of funds of this charac- 
ter in the non-reporting banks, is §17,- 
642,705,274, an amount exceeding the 
world’s banking power in 1890. From the 
latest and most reliable data obtainable 
the banking power of foreign countries 
is estimated at $28,107,600,000. The world’s 
banking power in 1890, according to Mul- 
hall, was $15,985,000,000, the United States 
being credited with $5,150,000,000 of this 
amount. 

Since that year the banking power of 
the United States has increased to the 
extent of $12,492,700,000, or over 242 per 
cent; that of foreign countries $17,272,- 
600,000, or 159 per cent; and the combined 
banking power $29,765,300,000, or 186 per 
cent. The aggregate banking power of 
the world is estimated at $45,750,300,000. 

The following statement relating to the 
banking power of the world in 1890 and 
1908 shows also the amounts and percent-

Of the thirty-three National banks for 
which receivers were appointed during 
the year ended Oct, 31, 1908, nine banks, 
with aggregate capital of $1,290,000, were 
restored to solvency and authorized to 
resume business, while receivers pro- 
ceeded to liquidate the assets of twenty- 
four banks found to be irretrievably in- 
solvent. The nominal value of assets 
taken charge of by the receivers of these 
twenty-four banks was $31,415,511, the li- 
abilities, so far as reported, being $19,- 
342,610. Dividends to the amount of §7,- 
994,666 have been paid to creditors of the 
banks which failed during the year, and 
the affairs of one such bank having been 
finally settled the receivership was ter- 
minated. 

Noting the cause of failure of banks put 
in charge of receivers during the year, 
it appears that seven banks were wrecked 
by the cashier, one be defalcation of -of- 
ficers, and three chiefly thraugh fraudu- 
lent management, among other causes. 
Of the remainder, four failed from ex- 
cessive loans to others and depreciation 
of securities, etc.; three by reason of in- 
judicious banking; two from excessive 
loans to directors and others, two from 
depreciation of securities, one from fail- 
ure of large debtors, and one from gen- 
eral stringency in the maqney market. 

Since the organization of the National 
banking system to the close of the pres- 
ent report year, 499 National banks have | 
been placed in charge of receivers. Of this j 
number, twenty-one have been restored | 
to solvency and permitted to liquidate} 
or resume business, and the affairs of | 
401 have been finally settled and the re- | 
celverships terminated, leaving seventy- | 
seven active recelverships. 


National Bank Exam{nations.

The bank pays for these examina- 
tions, and it is therefore vitally interested 
in getting actual benefits from them. 

My sole purpose is to improve the service 
from the top to the bottom. Your reply, 
therefore, will be considered confidential.

Replies to the foregoing letter were re- 
ceived from over 3,600 banks, and in 1,848 
instances the opinion was expressed that 
the present system and methods in force 


are satisfactory. In 53 cases the view was 
taken that the system {fs not satisfactory, 
but no recommendations for improvement 
were submitted. In nearly one-half (1,695 

of the replies the system was criticise 

to a greater or less extent and corre- 
sponding suggestions offered. 


Compensation of Examiners. 


On the subject of compensation of Ex- 
aminers, in 501 replies the view is ex- 
pressed that the Examiners should be paid 
salaries tn lieu of fees. In the opinion of 
684 correspondents, more time should be 


devoted to examinations than at present, 
and in 278 replies the wisdom of confer- 
ences by the Directors with the Examiner 
at time of examination is recognized; 45 
correspondents recommend more frequent 
examinations than at present; 116, more 
competent Examiners; 54, that Examiners 
should be placed under the civil service; 
84, that Examiners be retained in the 
same localities indefinitely; 16, that Gov- 
ernment auditors or supérvising Exam- 
iners be appointed; 11, that banks fn con- 
tiguous territory unite in the employment 
of special auditors; 31, that independent 
audits be made, and 11 that reports of 
Examiners be made to Clearing Houses. 
In’ 460 replies more careful inspection of 
loans and discounts is urged, and in 24 
't is suggested that closer attention should 
be given items in transit and accounts 
current. Correspondents in 61 instances 
urge the giving of greater attention to 
loans to officers, Directors, and stock- 
holders. Verification of individual ledger 
balances is advocated in 184 replies. 

In the interest of the department, of the 
Examiners, and the banks, the establish- 
ment of a credit department in the office 
of the Controller is urged by a number of 
correspondents for the collection of infor- 
mation relative to the character and 
financial standing of large borrowers, 
from which both the banks and the Ex- 
aminers could draw, the former to enable 
them to determine the advisability of 
granting accommodations or extensions, 
and the latter to understandingly advise 
both the Controller and the banks of the 
value of the bills receivable, &c. Upon 
the part of some of the bankers the view 
is expressed that Examiners should be 
authorized to communieate more freely 
with the officers of banks with respect 
to their knowledge of paper which may 
be found in a bank at the time of éxam- 
ination. 

It is worthy of note that criticlams and 
suggestions submitted in the replies from 
the banks are directed to the system and 
not to individual Examiners.

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TO ADVANCE FREIGHT TARIFF. 


Changes in Transcontinental Rates to 
be Effective Jan. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—It was an- 
nounced .here. to-day that trans-conti- 
nental freight rates will’ be advanced on 
all East-bound traffic both by rail and 
by rail-and-water beginning Jan. 1 next. 
The class rates on West-bound traffic 
will remain as they are now. The commod- 
ity rate on West-bound traffic from At- 
lantic seaboard points to Pacific coast 
terminals will be increased approximately 
10 per cent, 

On East-bound class rates there will 
be a decrease on first-class shipments 
from ‘$3.70 per hundred pounds to $3 
per hundred pounds, On class rates on 
Chicago and Central Traffic Association 
territory from the Pacific coast term- 
inals there wili be a decrease on first- 
class shipments from $3.40 per hundred 
pounds to $3 per hundred pounds, This 
will equalize the class rates on both East 
and West-bound traffic, 

The East-bound commodity rate from 
the Pacific coast to Atlantic seaboard 
points will be advanced about 18 per 
cent., On the average, some of the items 
being as high as 60 per cent. advance 
and some as low as 8 per cent. 


The advance in trans-continental rates 
to be made effective Jan. 1 has no bear- 
ing, it was stated yesterday by officials 


of the Trunk Line Association, upon the 
increase in the Chic o-New Wonk rate, 
which the officials of the trunk line roads 
have had under advisement for several 
months, 


BUCKS INJUNCTION IS ARGUED. 


Judge Parker Contends the Alleged 
Acts of Federation Were Not Illegal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The big labor 
test case, with Alton B. Parker of New 
York among the counsel, and the execu- 
tive head of the American Federation of 
Labor, with its two million-odd members, 
arrayed against the Buoks Stove and 
Range Company at St. Louis, affillated 
with great manufacturing interests n the 
country, was argued to-day in the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia. 

The case is an appeal from the injunce 
tion granted by Judge Gould of the Dis- 


trict Supreme Court restraining the fed- 
eration trom continuing the name of the 
Bucks Company on the “we don’t pat- 
ronize” list in the organization's organ, 
The Federationist. 

Counsel for the federation officials 
opened the arguments eres reversal of 
the lower court. The injunction was 
granted against President Gompers, Vice 
President Mitchell, and Secretary Mor- 
rison of the federation. 

Counsel claimed the injunction was in 
derogation of the rights of the labor or- 
ganization and an abuse of the injunctive 
power of the courts, 

Counsel for the Bucks Company asked 
that the injunction be continued in effect, 
and dwelt on the enormous damage that 
an organization like the federation, with 
the wer it wields through its great 
membership, can inflict. 

Judge Alton B. Parker, in his conchid~ 
ing argument, contended that the alleged 
acts of the federation were not illegal 
and were entirely within the rights of 
citizens. ‘* The point,’ he declared, “ has 
not yet been reached in boycott cases 
where it can be said that the law has been 
finally established.” 


Contracts for Submarines Awarded, 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 10.—The contracts 
for the submarine boats authorized at the 
last session of Congress were awarded to- 
day by Secretary Newberry. Four of 
these go to the Electric Boat Company, to 
be delivered at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard; one to the American Laurent! Com- 
pany, which will be built at the William 
Cramp & Sons establishment, and one to 
the Lake Torpedo Boat Company, to be 
built by the Newport News Shipbuilding 
Company. Two will be built by the Goy- 
ernment. 


Found Sleeping Under Haystack—The 
Fanatic Pratt and Policeman Dead. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 10.—James 
Sharp, self-styled ‘‘ Adam God,” and the 
man who led the fanatics in their fight 
with the officers, was arrested to-night 
at Monticello, Johnson County, Kan. He 
made no resistance. ‘*‘Adam God" was 
wounded in both hands, a shot had 
pierced his coat sleeve, while another 
bullet had passed through his cap. When 
found he was asleep beneath a haystack. 


He told the officers that he was willin 
to be taken now that he had “ finishe 
the work that God sent me to do.” 

Two more names have been added to 
the mortality list of Tuesday’s battle, the 
total number of dead now being four, 

Shortly before noon to-day Louis Pratt, 
45 years old, the foremost disciple of 
James Sharp, died at the General Hos- 
pital, and an hour later Michael Mullane, 
a policeman, succumbed to his wounds at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital. Policeman Albert 
O. Dalbow and Lulu Pratt died immedi- 
ately after being shot Tuesday. 

Mullane suffered himself to be mortally 
wounded because he would not shoot a 
woman. According to witnesses he dodged 
behind a wagon when Mrs. Sharp attacked 
him with a revolver, and though she con- 
tinued firing he made no resistance, 
though he was armed, 

‘Boys, I could have killed the wo- 
man, but I wouldn’t,”"@he exclaimed as he 
sank to the pavement, pierced by four 
bullets. 

It developed to-day that both Pratt and 
James Sharp assumed the title of “‘ Adam 
God’”’ when preaching in separate locali- 
ties, but Sharp, as founder of the sect, 
held the prior claim to the title. 


Doctor In Cell for Running Down Boy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Prophetic of 
far-reaching results growing out of the 
joint conservation conference is a report 
drafted to-day by more than thirty Gov- 
ernors, approving the principle of co- 
operation among the States and between 


the States and the Federal Government in | 


the conservation of the country’s natural 
resources and emphasizing the importance 
of such co-operation. 

The last day’s conference between Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s National Conservation 
Commission, leaders in commerce and in- 
dustry, lawmakers, Governors, Senators, 
and Representatives, was fraught with 
much significance, but in pledging their 
support to every phase of the conserva- 
tion problem, the Governors furnished 
the climax to the proceedings. 

The conference heard addresses from 
Andrew Carnegie, Gov. Woodruff of Con- 
necticut, Gov. Ansel of South Carolina, 
Gov. Broward of Florida, Gov. Deneen of 
Illinois, Former Gov. Blanchard of Louisi- 
ana, and other distinguished men. 

The joint conference, through a Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, summed up !ts de- 


liberations and gave nearty approval to! 


the work and principles of the commis- 
sion. The enactment of such laws as may 
be necessary to extend co-operation was 
strongly urged, and the policy of separate 
disposal of surface, timber, and mineral 
rights remaining on public lands was 
commended. The conference approved the 
disposal of ‘mineral rights by lease only, 
and the disposal of timber rights only 
under conditions insuring proper cutting 
and logging. 

The policies upon which particular em- 
phasis was laid were: That all uses of 
the waters and all portions of each water- 
way shall be treated as inter-related; leg- 
islation for the development of waterways 
for navigation, water supply, and other 
inter-State uses, preferably by Federal 
appropriation, otherwise by issue of 
bonds; more scientific research as to the 
extent of the Nation’s resources; the 
maintenance of a National conservation 
commission empowered to co-operate with 
State commissions, 


Joint Committee to Form Plan. 


A. resolution was adopted providing for| 


the appointment of a joint committee of 
six members of State commissions and 
three members of the National commis- 
sion to prepare a plan for united action 
by all organizations concerned. 


The first figures of the inventory of the 
forests of the United States which the 
National Conservation Commission has 
made were presented to the conference by 
Senator Reed Smoot of Utah,. Chairman 
of the section of forests. The report said: 


Our forests now cover 650,000,000 acres, 
or about one-fourth of the United. States, 
The original forests covered not less than 
850,000,000. 

We take from our forests each year, 
not counting the loss by fire, three and one- 
half times their yearly growth. 

We invite by overtaxation the misuse of 
our forests. We destroy by fire enough 
standing timber in one year to last the 
Nation for three months. We should plant, 
to protect farms.from wind and to make 
stripped or treeless lands productive, an 
area larger than that of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and West Virginia combined. But 
so far lands successfully planted to trees 
make a@ total area smaller than Rhode Isl- 
and. 

We can practically stop forest fires at a 
total yearly cost of one-fifth the value of 
the standing timber burned each year, not 
counting young growth, 

We shall suffer for timber to meet our 
needs until our forests have had time to 
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grow again. But if we act vigorously and 
at once, we shall escape permanent tim- 
ber scarcity.

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THE CONTROLLER’S REPORT. 


The report of the Controller of the 
Currency is longer this year than last, 
but lacks the features which made Mr. 
RIpDGE.LY’s last report interesting. Long 
experience had given Mr. RIDGELY a 
feeling of authority which enabled him 
tu touch with a firm hand the topics 
incidental to the outbreak of the panic.

port gold than to enter currency asso- 
clations with colleagues who cannot be 
selected, and from connection with 
whom there is. no escape if incompati- 
bility should develop. Moreover, there 
is already perception that the new cur- 
rency would be so costly that a reduc- 
tion of interest is under contemplation. 
But in that case the barrier against a 
flood of cheap money would be let 
down, and many would be alienated 
from the proposal who originally fa- 
vored it. It can be understood why 
there should be reluctance to deal with 
this theme, so thorny from several 
points of view, but the country is a 
loser through failing to reap the fruits 
of experience. 

Mr. Murray’s treatment of the Clear- 
ing House certificates incidental to the 
panic is historical, rather than didac- 

_tic. The facts are well stated, as al- 


ready known, but no deductions are. 


drawn. The extemporization of a quar- 
ter of a billion of Clearing House cur- 
rency, and large amounts of other sub- 
stitutes for money for hand-to-hand 
use, is a reproach to our banking sys- 
tem, but at least it speaks wonders for 
the adaptability and versatility of the 
National genius. If it is sure that no 
other currency system exposes its users 
te such stress, it is also sure that no 
other people would accommodate them- 
selves to the situation with such facil- 
tty. The salve to our vanity is applied 
at such a cost that it would be lost 
without regret. 

Among the few topics in the report 
not wholly routine is a summary of the 
replies to a circular sent to each Presi- 
dent of a National bank asking sugges- 
tions for improvement. of the examina- 
tion system. About half the replies 
found caonditYyns satisfactory. No. lar- 
ger number than about one-fifth agreed 
upon any one recommended improve- 
ment.

‘ THE NOBEL PRIZES.

quest of ALFRED NoBEL seems to be-

world-wide renown is that of Eis 
Mercunrkorr, head of the Pasteur In- 
‘stitute in Paris. He is a chemist, not a 
physician,-but he divides the award for

HNIKOFF is generally known 
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tional books and his theory that the life 
of man may be prolonged, by right liv- 
ing, to 140 years. His advocacy of the 
medicinal use of sour milk in cases of 
deficient elimination and gouty com- 
plaints generally has been widely no- 
ticed. ; 

The bestowal of this prize will excite 
no violently hostile criticism. Indeed, 
all of the prizes, except that for the 
production of the most remarkable lit- 
erary work of an idealistic nature, have 
been awarded to men whose claims to 
them are not disputable in view of the 
lack of claimants of larger general re- 
pute. Prof. RuTHyRForp and Prof. 
LIPPMANN are scholars whose attain- 
ments in their special field may be 
equaled by some others, but are prob- 
ably not surpassed. Dr. Eucken of 
Jena, who is considered by the Stock- 
holm Academy more deserving of the 
prize for idealistic literature than 
SwineuRNeF, is the author of a large 
book on the problems of religion and 
philosophy. Perhaps the members of 
the Aeademy have been reading 
SWINBURN}E’s latest poetical work, “ The 
Duke of Gandia.” It is not nice, and 
its idealism is obscured by its some- 
what venomous tone. But the idealism 
end literary art of SwINBURNE have 
been clearly manifested in many other 
works. EUCKEN belongs’'to the profes- 
sorial class, and the Swedish savants 
seem to favor that class. 

The committee of the Norwegian 
Storthing could not find one sufficiently 
worthy recipient for the Peace Prize, 
and have divided it between a Dane 
and a Swede, Messrs. ARNOLDSON and 
It has been a bad year for 
peace prizes. The two Kaltsers, Lord 
Roperts, and President Castro put 
themselves clearly out of the race, and 
we may be grateful that another pro- 
fessor was not selected. The idea of 
the Nobel bequest was splendid. But 
when prizes must be awarded for great 





service in the world every year, the 
lawards must sometimes be made in a 
rather perfunctory manner. 


WANTED—A TRANSFER FORMULA. 


Absence makes the heart grow fonder, 
j}and the longer the community is de- 
| prived of its accustomed transfer priv- 
ilege the more it wants it back. Its 
return should be hastened if regrettable 
results are to be avoided. The loss of 
transfers is serious in the case of many 
poor persons, and the effett of the loss 
of transfers upon real estate values is 
calculated to impress those rieh enough 
not to miss a nickel. 

The formula which promises quickest 
return and surest maintenance of the 
privilege is that which would place 
transfers on a commercial basis, the 
giving of a quid for a quo. Transfers 
had their uses for both riders and car- 





riers, and easily might again if pre- 
cautions were taken against the abuses 
which certainly hastened, if they did 
not chiefly cause, their withdrawal. The 
feeling was that since they cost noth- 
ing“to the recipients therefore they cost 
nothing to the givers. If they were 
used by those entitled to them they 
certainly cost the giver whatever it 
costs to carry any passenger. And when 
they were used by any other than the 
receiver they certainly diverted a nickel. 
There is much specious reasoning to 
the effect that it made no difference 
to the company whether it carried the 
receiver of the transfer or some one 
to whom the receiver transferred it. 
The receipts showed a difference never- 
theless. 

What is wanted to reconcile the con- 
flicting interests is a formula that ghall 
enable each to supply what the other 
wants. Carriers want riders as much 
as riders want carriers. Each is in 
position to give in order to get. The 
riders might be willing to give a cent 
for what is worth to them a nickel. 

| The companies might well give even for 
| nathing what seems to cost them s0 
little if it brought them a rider whom 
they would not otherwise get, and did 
not crowd vehicles already overtaxed.

the obstacles interposed by those who 
meant well but did ill. The statutes 
compelling the companies to give some- 
thing for nothing make the companies 
ill-disposed, and prevent fair con- 
tractual relations. Nobody contracts 
fairly under duress. Nobody pays for 
anything which he hopes to get for 
nothing. When it was enacted that 
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allowed this matter to pass into the | 
huge sewer called the Hudson River. | 
which empties itself into the world’s | 
largest cesspool called New York Har- 
bor, it is then laboriously and expen- 
sively dredged out again. Approxi- 
nrately this is the case against the au- 
thorization of the Passaic trunk sewer. 

New Jersey has drained its household 
wastes into Newark Bay, at the cost of 
reducing its capacity as a seaport. It 
is almost useless to speak of sanitation, 
since so few care about visitations of 
Providence upon other people, and no- 
body imagines that sewage is going to 
kill him. It kills fishes, and contami- 
nates ice and shellfish, and lays waste 
a@ region of idyllic capacities, but let 
that pass. The sewage emptying into 
Newark Bay carried solids enough to 
shoal it at the rate of four inches an- 
nually from shore to shore, channels in- 
cluded. It is now proposed to empty 
this menace to navigation into New 
York Harbor, and the justification is 
that New York does the same. 

If the plea be admitted, it must also 
be admitted that the result will be the 
same, and more costly dredging will be 
necessary. Craft that ply elsewhere 
without difficulty are grounded often 
in New York Harbor, whose natural 
capacity is superior to those which are 
kept clean. The same is true on a 
smaller scale of Newark Bay. Jt has 
been necessary habftually to lighten 
craft which ought to pass with full 
cargoes to Newark. Expensive dredg- 
ing has been under way, and within the 
past few days the first vessel has 
passed through with full cargo. The |

W. Lockwood, U. S. A., Corps of Engi- 
neers, regarding the application of the 
Passaic Valley Sewer Commission for per- 
mission to empty the proposed Passaic 
Valley trunk sewer into New York Bay at 
Robbins Reef, was continued yesterday 
at the Army Building in Whitehall Street. 
No decision was reached, and the board 
gave both sides until Saturday, Dec. 19, 
to file briefs and other papers and ex- 
hibits. 

The first witness at yesterday’s session 
was Dr. Daniel D. Jackson, consulting 
engineer of the Brooklyn water system. 
He believed that the proposed sewer 
would cause the sewage to cover the sur- 
face of the waters of the bay, and that 
on the rising tide it would flow around 
Manhattan Island. He thought also that 
the solid matter would sink to the bot- 
tom of the bay and cause shoalings which 
might seriously interfere with navigation. 

Prof. Olin H. Landreth, Dean of the 
engineering department of the Union Uni- 
versity and for ten years consulting engi- | 
neer of the State Sewage Commisstop, 
said that he estimated that half the water | 
that passed through the Narrows -re- 
turned to the bay through the same chan- 
nel on the turning tide.
